Factory employment, in the 
Los Angeles area rose by 2000 
from April as a pickup in auto 
assembly plants and gains in 
other industries outweighed 
declines in apparel and air­ 
craft.

The May factory total of 

762.000 wage and salary work­ 
ers was, however, off by 22,- 
000 form the year-e a r 1 i e r 
count. Largest Josses were in 
aircraft, metals, and auto 
assembly. The only sizeable 
year-to-year gain was in elec­ 
trical equipment.

Employment picked up in 
May because of the return to 
work of machinists who had 
been on strike in April, an 
increase in a;u t o assembly 
plants following April layoffs, 
and seasonal expansion in 
lumber.
